Thirteen were 
in favor of the sewer proposal 
but 46 were opposed.

nounced before the ballots were 
opened that they would be guid­ 
ed by the wishes of the resi­ 
dents 
involved.

nave been 
shelved for the present and the 
supervisors said the complaints 
about septic tanks and surface 
drainage of laundry water now 
becomes a m atter for Ihe state 
Department of Health.

BATTLEFIELD 
GUIDES EARNED 
$110,740 IN '64 


Gettysburg’s 55 batt I e f i e I d 
guides last year earned $118,740. 
tips excluded, according to a sta­ 
tistical report issued today by 
the National Park Office. It was 
the best year ever for guides 
here. 
Figures released today by Supt. 
Kittridge Wing and compiled by 
Supervisory 
Historian M i l t o n 
Thompson show that guiding visi­ 
tors around the Gettysburg battle­ 
field is becoming big business. 
The figures show that during 
last year the guides made 21,924 
trips over the ’field conducting 
194.935 visitors.. The number of 
trips is 1,072 more than were 
made in the Centennial year of 
1%3 when 167,373 made the tour. 
3 TOP MONTHS 
There were 1.660 short tours 
last year of the one-hour variety 
and 17.776 of the two-hour tours. 
Bus tours totaled 2.488. 
The big months were July when 
4,690 tours were made with 39,- 
498 visitors, and August when 4,- 
648 tours were conducted for 26,* 
842 visitors. 
May had less than 
half 
the 
number 
of 
tours 
that 
were 
counted in July and August but 
had a greater total of visitors. 
This difference is explained by 
the fact that May was the big 
month for school bus trips. 
JANUARY BETTER 
January’ of last year was the 
lowest month for tours. There 
were only 102 guided trips for 
936 visitors. 
January of this year showed a 
marked increase over those totals. 
There were 46.393 visitors on the 
’field as compared with 25,758 in 
the same month last year. There 
were 14 buses and a total of 13,- 
643 vehicles. There

persons counted entering the main 
doors of the Visitor Center, a de­ 
crease of 281 from January of 
last year when 2,137 were noted.

Premier Phouma Emerges 
As "Strongman" Of Laos 


By RENE-GEORGES INAGAKI 
VIENTIANE. 
Laos (AP) - 
Prem ier Prince Souvanna Phou­ 
ma emerged today 
as Laos’ 
strongman but the once power­ 
ful deputy prem ier. Gen. Phou- 
mi Nosavan, is described as a 
fugitive in the jungle with a 
handful of policemen. 
A sharp turn of events after 
the week’s fighting in the tiny 
kingdom has left Phoumi with­ 
out the m ajor role he held as 
rightwing leader in the shaky 
neutralist-rightist coalition gov- 
rnment headed 
by 
neutralist 
Prem ier Souvanna. 
“The government 
declared 
him a rebel and will arrest him 
if he tries to come back.” a Cab­ 
inet minister said in an inter­ 
view. 
MAY SHOOT PHOUMI 
The 
official, 
Ngon 
Sanani- 
kone, m inister of transport and 
public works, added that the 
military may shoot Phoumi if 
he is captured. 
Phoumi, 44, had been a domi­ 


nant 
figure 
in the 
confusing 
struggle for power in Laos since 
1959 when he becam e defense 
minister, thus controlling the 30,- 
000-man royal Laotian arm y. 
His rise began after he engi­ 
neered 
an 
arm y 
coup 
that 
forced the resignation of Pho­ 
umi Sananikone as prem ier on 
Dec. 31, 1959. He also directed 
the military operation in 1960 
that ousted the regim e off Pre­ 
m ier Souvanna. 
LOST CONTROL 
Souvanna regained the pre­ 
miership in June 1962 and made 
himself defense minister. Pho­ 
umi was relegated to finance 
minister, losing control of the 
army. 
Now forces loyal to Souvanna 
have crushed Phoumi’s appar­ 
ent bid to regain power in IO 
hours of furious street fighting. 
Military sources said at least 60 
persons were killed in the abor­ 
tive revolt Wednesday and un­ 
counted others wounded.

Generally, Wade said the bill 
is designed to a s s i s t areas 
where road - building demands: 
have not been adequately met 
from present revenues. 
"Existing toll-free roadways 
would not be affected by this 
bill,” said Frank P. Garber, as­ 
sistant director of the legisla­ 
tive reference bureau, the agen­ 
cy which drafts proposed legis­ 
lation.

The proposed plan for New­ 
town Twp. would mean a m erg­ 
er with Marplc. dissolving the 
existing Marple-Newtown join­ 
ture. There would be no change 
in program, but the separate 
identities of the districts would 
be lost. 
ARGUE ASSESSMENTS 
Newtown argued that since it 
has a high assessment and Mar- 
ple has a low assessment, it 
would continue to pay higher 
taxes under the merged 
dis­ 
trict. 
The township argued the ex­ 
isting jointure has been success­ 
ful, and asked that it be al­ 
lowed to continue 
Millbourne, which has only 22 
school children, also sought to 
maintain an autonomous iden­ 
tity. 
The borough, a commercial 
area, seeks to retain the bene­ 
fits of low taxation tor its busi­ 
nesses.
